The Northern papers received Inst night 
contain an important order from the War Do- 
partment at Washington, In view of the're- 
cent successes in the field, the Secretary of War 
dirocts the chiofs of the severnl Bureaus of his 
Dopartment to proceed to reduco expenses (0 
what is absolutely necessary in viow of an im- 
mediate reduction of the forces in the field and 
the speedy termination of hostilities. The 
Quartermaster General is instracted to dis- 
charge all ocean transports not required to 
bring home troops from remote departments ; 
purchases of horses, wagons, &e., will be 
stopped; purchasing of supplies ia limited to 
what may be actually necessary ; tho manufac- 
ture of arms ix curtailed, and work on fortifi- 
cations ia reduced. All eoldiers in hospttat 
that require no farther medical treatment, vall 
our officors and men who have been prisoners of 
and who are now on furlough or in parole 
caraps,and all recruits in rendezvous, excopt 
thoso from the regular army, are to bo imme- 
dintely discharged, and officers are ordered to 
make out the proper rolla for this object. ‘The 
clerical force is to be reduced in all the depart- 
ments belonging to the War Bureau, and such 
other reduction of expenses is to be made ns is 
oontistent with the reducod mfgtary operations 
of the Government,

George A. Atzerot, another accomplice and 
nssistant of Booth, bas been on quite intimate 
terms ith n portion of the Surratt family, und 
alleges that hts business from his home, at Purt 
Tobsceo, in Charles county, was with one of 
that family in referones tow coal oil speculation 
that they Were about entering into. 

Atzerot it & German by birth and was a hired 
assassin, paid to do the deed by those who bad 
money, but had not the cgurage to do it them 
selves. 


Lowis Payne. 

‘This porson was arrested in Washington on 
tho night of the 17th instant, at the house of 
Mrs. Sorratt. Ile waa taken before the per 
who wero in Secretary Seward’s louse on the 
ooznsion of tho assault, all of whoun identified 
hint as the person who had attempted to commit 
the murder. He gave his name as Lewis Payne, 
but itis believed that it is not his true one, and 
that ho is in reality Thomas, the so-called 
French Indy, who captured tho steamer St. 
Nicholas, ja 1851, On tho 24th instant this 
man, while confined in the Old Capitol prison, 
at Washington, attempted to kill himself by 
knocking his brains out against the wall.

who was nrrested at her house in Washington, 
on April 17, was the mother of Jobu H. Sur- 
rutt, und the oecupant of the hous at which 
Payne was arrested. With her were arrosted

Nover. Poxisumesyt.—On Saturday last a 
most ludicrous and Novel spectacle took place 
fon Shoskoo Hill, which consisted in the march- 
ing about tho etreets, under the escort of a filo 
of roldiers, headed by drum and fife, of Joan 
Lafitto, the keepor of a china and fancy storo 
on Sixth street, between Broad and Marshall. 
Que nttention wns attracted thither, when wo 
saw the horv of the occasion in tho centro of o 
guard, marching to the tune of the “roguo's 
march, with a placard around his neck, labelled 
“This is for striking a lady!” Upon enquiry, 
wo ascertained that the aggrieved Indy was a 
tenant of Lafitte, upon whom he hud called 
with the objeat of getting possession of the 
house, and during tho interview a slight alter- 
ention of words'engued between them, where- 
upon the gallant landlord drow of and lapped 
her with considerable force. Subsequently the 
matter was laid before the Provost Marshal of the 
district, Colonel Norman Smith, who forthwith 
ordered tho arrest of Lafitte and tho infliction of 
tho punishment above desoribed. Lafitte was 
marched from Sixth strest up Broad to the City 
Hall, and down Marshall to Seventh streot ; 
thonce up to Pink alley to the rear of which his 
Jotruog,when he wns turned loose with the assu- 
rance that if any further complaint was lodged 
against him he should bo more sovorely dealt 
With, But Lafitto'a troubles were not to end 
yet; for as soomns the guard released him the 
Inge crowd of boys, negroes, dogs, &o., who 
had been following hima: about tho streets, sot 
upo mighty yell and put after him with full 
speod, burling rocks and all sorts of missiles 
which could be picked up on the way, At first 
tho objeot of their sporthalted asif to give battle; 
dut finally, seeing the decided odds against 
him, took a sccond thought and made for his 
back fence, apon reaching which he scrambled 
over it with wonderful agility, considering hi® 
heavy greight and clamsy proportions. 

Colonel Smith bns certainiy fixed upon the 
raost effeotual mode of punishing @fendera 
ogninst the civil laws, and one which will havo 
a greater tendency to put.n stop to futuro ro- 
<curreness of tho kind, than any which has yet 
been adopted. It will toach all who requiro in- 
struction, the proper respect which should al- 
ways be shown tho female sex. 


U. S. Cnntstiay, Cowursstos,—Following 
tho rule of Christian charity, an organization 
known by this aame bas been in oxistenco in 
the North, whose object hus heen to rolieve the 
wants aud sufferings both of friend and foe.— 
Sinco the occupation of Richmond, they have 
deen assiduously employed in relieving the han- 
gry poor. But in a system such as has been in 
action, this organization was liable to deception 
and imposturo, and whil€the worthy and really 
Aistressed received assistance, instances have 
cccurred of issues to those who are really 
not in need, but who ever tako delight in 
wringing from such charitablo societies as auch 
as they can, without regard to others. The 
certificates of recommendation heretofore given 
by the clergymen and other prominent citizens 
will be superseded by tickets issued by regu- 
larly employed visitors, whose duty it will be 
tosee tho fumilica and their conditions, with 
thgir own eyes, and bestow as tho wants of the 
needy denuind. We hope that it will bo pro- 
ductive of much good, and that those who are 
actually sufferMig, and whose souls revolt from 
pashing nnd crowding, like animals around 
their fogd, into tho places of issue, will fod 
sufficient relief until their natural sprotestors 
can find means to subsiat them

Gut of the large numbor of tho latter which havo 
been dag from the ruins, the contents of a largo 
Proportion of them were porfectly worthless, 
while in no instance, whoro papera and other 
valuables were kept in brick vaults, have thoy 
beon injured at nll. Tho vault of the Bank of 
tho Commonwealth wns entered on Friday, 
when, to tho surprise of all, everything 
appoared to be in ns perfect a state as ever, — 
from the two iron safes (of the Stearns & Mar- 
vin patent,) which had been deposited therein, 
down to a piece of sealing wax, that was also 
there.
